Ihere is no doubt that manv more 


passengers would have been drowned 
lad it not been for the gallantry of two 
eamen who swam ashore with a line, 
>y means of which a slant rope, wmch 
waa uied later in the work of rescue, 
waa hauled ashore. 


Nearly all the aurvivora reached tha 


•bore in scantiest clothing. 


Somo remained on the rocks thirty 


lours, subsisting on oranges which were 
washed ashore from the wreck.

Tbe foundry of the 
Oakland Iron Works in situated directly 
across) the street from tbo machine 
«hopa. This building was not damaged 
by the fire. Oa tbe aoulhwest corner ol 
Second and Jefferson etrcelH is eiloatec 
tbe big tank of the Oakland Gu, L'ght 
and Heat Company. As there wni no 
wind tbo gas works were not in danger.

THE KUSH FOR LIFE. 


When the passengers rushed on deck, 


many sought refuge on the bridge ol the 
steamship until the heavy seas swept a 
number of them overboard, and caused 
those unable to lind places in the boats 
or on tbe rafts to escape to the rigging, 
where they remained until daybreak. 


There ia no doubt tbat manv more 


liawengers-. would have been drowned 
had it not been for tbe gallantry of two 
seamen who swam ashore with a Hoe, 
by means of which a stout rope, which 
was uied later in tho work ot rescue, 
was hauled ashore. 


Nearly all tho survivors reached the 


shore in scantiest clothing. 


Some remained on the rocks thirty 


hours, subsisting on oranges wbich were 
washed ashore from the wreck. 


When disaster became known to the 


Maoris on land these natives launched 
small boats aud succeeded iu rescuing a 
number of people. 


Assistance waa finally obtaiued from 


Port Fitzroy and the survivors of Wair- 
apa were brought here.

When disaster became known to the 


Maoris on land these natives launched 
small boats and succeeded in rescuing • 
number of people. 


Asiiitance was finally obtaiued from 


Fort Fitzroy and the survivors of Wair- 
apa were brought here. 


One hundred and eleven paneogiri
